A irconditioning  Ready 
At  Community  Centre 


As  this  is  being  written,  techni- 
cians of  Federal  Air  Conditioning 
and  Refrigeration  Ltd.,  are  at 
work  on  the  final  stages  of  the  air- 
conditioning  plant  which  will  cool 
the  main  public  areas  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre. 

The  compressors  which  are  the 
heart  of  the  system  have  been  deli- 
vered and  all  that  remains  to  be 
done  is  to  hook  them  up  and  test 
the  lines  which  will  carry  the  refri- 
gerant gases.  According  to  the 
company  manager,  the  plant  will 
be  in  operation  early  next  week. 

When  turned  on,  the  direct 
expansion  refrigeration  system  will 
cool  the  Main  Auditorium,  Syna- 
gogue, Social  Hall,  Assembly  Hall, 
Beth  Hamidrash,  Library,  Music 
Room  and  main  foyers,  enabling 
the  full  range  of  activities  to  be 
carried  on  during  the  warmer 
months  in  complete  comfort. 

The  low  tender  price  of  $33,840 
includes  the  compressors,  air- 


cooled condensers,  electrical  and 
mechanical  work,  cutting  and 
patching  and  the  usual  guarantees.

The  Ottawa  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Association  provides  interest 
free  loans  of  up  to  $600.  to  members  of  our  community  who  apply 
for  such  assistance.  It  has  done  its  work  in  confidence  and  without 
fanfare  for  over  thirty  years.  Almost  2,000  loans  have  been  granted 
since  its  inception,  a proud  record  and  one  to  which  it  can  look 
with  real  satisfaction. 

When  I was  in  Israel  recently,  I was  impressed  by  the  good  work 
being  performed  by  similar  funds  in  that  country.  There  is  a pressing 
need  for  more  groups  of  the  same  kind  and,  on  my  return,  I suggested 
to  Solomon  Zelikovitz,  the  president  of  the  Association  that  it  would 
be  a wonderful  thing  if  Ottawa  would  establish  a branch  of  its  operations 
in  Israel.  Mr.  Zelikovitz  was  most  receptive  to  the  idea  and  plans 
to  discuss  it  with  members  of  his  Board. 

The  Ottawa  Vaad  Hakashruth  headed  by  Leon  Petegorsky  took 
a progressive  step  forward  at  its  last  meeting.  For  some  time  now, 
it  has  been  felt  that  the  Jewish  housewife  would  welcome  more  guidance 
on  the  large  range  of  kosher-approved  products  which  are  available 
both  for  Passover  and  year-round  use.  The  Technical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee which  the  Vaad  Hakashruth  created  is  an  answer  to  that 
problem.  It  will  be  composed  of  the  Rabbis  of  the  community  and 
others  who  will  meet  periodically  to  investigate  the  reliability  of  a 
wide  range  of  items.  Its  findings  and  recommendations  will  be  given 
wide  circulation. 

During  his  recent  visit  to  Ottawa,  Dr.  Judah  Pilch,  the  eminent 
Jewish  educator,  made  a special  point  of  telling  the  Vaad  leadership 
with  whom  he  met  that  "the  Ottawa  Jewish  community  should  be 
commended  on  the  quality  of  its  Day  School  and  Talmud  Torah 
system.  Operating  as  it  does  under  the  auspices  of  the  Vaad  Ha’lr 
makes  for  a rare  spirit  of  unity  which  is  unique  on  the  American 
continent  and  certainly  for  a city  of  your  size”. 

The  Vaad  has  appointed  a special  committee  composed  of  Mervin 
Mirsky,  chairman,  Bertram  Loeb,  Solomon  Zelikovitz  and  myself  to 
meet  with  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged  as  a prelude  to  the 
fund-raising  and  construction  program  which  the  Home  plans  to 
initiate  shortly.  I see  many  values  in  a closer  relationship  between  the 
Home  and  the  Vaad.  This  has  already  been  borne  out  in  a preliminary 
meeting  at  which  a number  of  useful  suggestions  were  advanced  by 
Miss  Florence  Hutner.  director  of  the  Joint  National  Committee  on 
Community  Services. 

At  the  request  of  Joe  Barrett,  chairman  of  the  B’nai  B’rith  Caihp 
Committee,  the  Vaad  has  established  contact  with  a number  of  students 
at  Yeshiva  University  in  New  York,  with  a view  to  engaging  one  of 
them  as  kashruth  supervisor  and  cultural  activities  co-ordinator  at  the 
Camp  this  summer.
